Past 

slavery t- immigration 

pre-1965, most Africans 
were largely prohibited from 
immigrating to the United 
States 

"Fourth Great Migration" 
refers to influx of immigrants 
from Africa in later part of 
20th century 


Present 

Over the past several 
decades: 

> increased immigration 
from Africa 

> Jamaican, Haitian, 
other Caribbean 
diasporas have also 
raised immigrant 
populations
